COMMENTS FROM THE PUBLIC REGARDING THE AGENDA

Brenda McPhail, City of Newburgh questioned resolution #73-2014. At the
Work Session the Broadway Corridor was here requesting the City to match something
that they want to do on Broadway and she feels that the City of Newburgh does not
have the money to make this match. She feels that when it is time for the Council to
vote they need to turn it down.

Chuck Thomas, 227 Montgomery Street thanked the Council for their support
with Newburgh Illuminated last year and for their continued support this year. He
urged the Council to support resolution #71-2014 authorizing the transfer of funds
donated to the City of Newburgh on behalf of the Newburgh Illuminated Festival to
the Community Foundation of Orange and Sullivan Counties, Inc. so that they can
work together to illuminate all of the wonderful good things in the City of Newburgh.

Kippy Boyle, 400 Grand Street said in regard to resolution #73-2014 that there
was some discussion during the Work Session about the proposal by the Greater
Newburgh Partnership for this Broadway Strategic Action Plan but she doesn’t
understand the whole thing exactly. It is always wonderful that other non-profits step
up to the plate to help the City out but her concern is that we seem to have this ongoing
pattern of using anybody other than our own employees, who we pay a lot of money
to, to be in charge of these kind of projects. If we are going to have a Broadway
Corridor Strategic Plan, to her it seems like something that we have to take hold of,
own it and be the leaders on it so we should welcome other people to partner with us.
The idea of leveraging various programs, studies, funds and grants and putting them
all together to make sense out of them is a fabulous idea but it is not a new idea. She
thinks that many of the people here tonight have thought the same thing and
suggested it to the Council but no one has appointed anyone in a department such as
Planning & Development to make it happen. She wasn’t able to read the
Memorandum of Understanding so she does not know the details of it but she asked
that they have more of an opportunity to sit down with Greater Newburgh Partnership
and understand the details of not only what their commitment is to us but also what
our commitment is to ourselves.

Dolores Haymer, City of Newburgh, said in regard to resolution #69-2014 that
she doesn’t understand why we would take money from the City School District to

paint police cars when that money could be used in a better way for education.

There being no further comments this portion of the meeting was closed.

No personal property is included in the sale of any of the parcels owned by City of Newburgh, unless
the former owner or occupant has abandoned same. The disposition of any personal property located
on any parcel sold shall be the sole responsibility of the successful purchaser following the closing of
sale.

The City makes no representation, express or implied, as to the condition of any property, warranty of
title, or as to the suitability of any for any particular use or occupancy. Property may contain paint or
other similar surface coating material containing lead. Purchaser shall be responsible for the correction
of such conditions when required by applicable law. Property also may contain other environmental

hazards. Purchaser shall be responsible for ascertaining and investigating such conditions prior to
bidding. Purchaser shall be responsible for investigating and ascertaining from the City Building
Inspector’s records the legal permitted use of any property prior to closing. Bidder acknowledges
receivership of the pamphlet entitled “Protecting Your Family from Lead in Your Home.” Bidder also
acknowledges that he/she has had the opportunity to conduct a risk assessment or inspection of the
premises for the presence of lead-based paint, lead-based paint hazards or mold.

The entire purchase price, and all closing costs/fees must be paid by guaranteed funds to the City of
Newburgh on or before April 30, 2014. The City of Newburgh does not accept credit card payments
for the purchase price and closing costs/fees. The City is not required to send notice of acceptance
or any other notice to a purchaser. The City Manager may, in his sole discretion and for good cause
shown, grant one extension of time to close title of up to, but not to exceed, sixty (60) additional days.
No request shall be entertained unless in writing, stating the reasons therefor, and unless accompanied
by a fee of $250.00 per parcel for which a request is submitted. The fee shall be in addition to all other
fees and deposits and shall not be credited against the purchase price and shall not be returnable. Any
additional request made thereafter shall be made in writing and placed before the City Council for their
consideration.

In the event that a sale is cancelled by court order, judgment, the Comptroller or the Newburgh City
Council, the successful bidder shall be entitled only to a refund of the purchase money paid with
interest. Purchasers agree that they shall not be entitled to special or consequential damages,
attorney’s fees, reimbursement for any expenses incurred as a result of ownership, improvements of
property, or for taxes paid during period of ownership, and this agreement by the purchaser is a material
condition of the sale.

Sale shall be final, absolute and without recourse once title has closed and the deed has been recorded.
In no event, shall City of Newburgh be or become liable for any defects in title for any cause whatsoever,
and no claim, demand or suit of any nature shall exist in favor of the purchaser, his heirs, successors
or assigns, against City of Newburgh arising from this sale.

Conveyance shall be by quitclaim deed only, containing a description of the property as it appeared on
the tax roll for the year upon which the City acquired title or as corrected up to date of deed. The deed
will be recorded by the City upon payment in full of the purchase price, buyer’s premium, and closing
fees/costs. Possession of property is forbidden until the deed is recorded conveying title to the
purchaser. Title vests upon recording of deed.

Upon closing, the City shall deliver a quitclaim deed conveying all of its right, title and interest in the
subject property, which deed shall be drawn by the City Corporation Counsel. The City shall not convey
its interest in any street, water, sewer or drainage easement, or any other interest the City may have in
the property. The City shall only convey that interest obtained by the City pursuant to the judgment
rendered in an in rem tax foreclosure action filed in the Orange County Clerk’s Office.

The description of the property shall be from the City of Newburgh Tax Map reference or a survey
description certified to the City of Newburgh and provided to the City Corporation Counsel by the
purchaser at least thirty (30) days in advance of closing title and approved by the City’'s Engineer.

Evictions, if necessary, are solely the responsibility of the successful bidder after closing and recording
of the deed.

By acknowledging and executing these Terms & Conditions, the purchaser certifies that he/she is not
representing the former owner(s) of the property against whom City of Newburgh foreclosed and has
no intent to defraud City of Newburgh of the unpaid taxes, assessment, penalties and charges which
have been levied against the property. The purchaser agrees that neither he/she nor his/her assigns
shall convey the property to the former owner(s) against whom City of Newburgh foreclosed within 24
months subsequent to the auction date. If such conveyance occurs, the purchaser understands that
he/she may be found to have committed fraud, and/or intent to defraud, and will be liable for any
deficiency between the purchase price at auction and such sums as may be owed to City of Newburgh
as related to the foreclosure on the property and consents to immediate judgment by City of Newburgh
for said amounts.

ENTITLED “MUNICIPAL OFFICERS ENUMERATED”

BE IT ENACTED by the City Council of the City of Newburgh as follows:

SECTION 1 - TITLE

This Local Law shall be referred to as “A Local Law Amending Charter Section C 3.00
entitled “Municipal officers enumerated” of the Code of the City of Newburgh”.

SECTION 2 - AMENDMENT

City Charter Section C 3.00 entitled “Municipal officers enumerated” of the Code of the City of
Newburgh is hereby amended to read as follows:

§ C3.00. Municipal officers enumerated. The officers of the City or municipality shall be as follows:

D. The provisions of this section or of § 3 of the Public Officers Law of the State of New York
or of any other provisions of law requiring a person to be a resident of the political subdivision or
municipal corporation of the state for which he shall be chosen or within which his official functions
are required to be exercised shall not apply to the appointment of the officers of the City of
Newburgh enumerated in Subsections B and C of this section and the City Marshal and Acting City
Marshal, except the City Manager; the Plumbing Inspector, as to whom preference shall be given to
City residents, but if, after due diligence, no such qualified candidate is found, then such Plumbing
Inspector may reside within 25 miles of the City of Newburgh; and the members of the Civil Service
Commission, provided that such appointed officers reside within 25 miles of the City of Newburgh
or within the County of Orange and the City Marshal or the Acting City Marshal reside within the
County of Orange.

SECTION 3 - VALIDITY

The invalidity of any provision of this Local Law shall not affect the validity of any other provision
of this Local Law that can be given effect without such invalid provision.

SECTION 4 - EFFECTIVE DATE

This Local Law shall take effect immediately when it is filed in the Office of the New York
State Secretary of State in accordance with Section 27 of the Municipal Home Rule Law.

WHEREAS, New York State Vehicle and Traffic law §1111-a(a) established a Red
Light Camera Monitoring Program in the City of New York to enhance public safety,
which Program uses cameras fixed at locations to photograph the rear of vehicle as it runs
through a red light and a Notice of Liability is then issued to the registered owner of the
vehicle. During its eighteen years of implementation, the Program has proven to be
enormously effective in traffic safety to prevent injuries and the loss of life resulting from
accidents caused by red light running; and

WHEREAS, on September 31, 2013, legislation was enacted extending the use of
traffic camera monitors which established a demonstration program imposing liability
on owners of motor vehicles found to be in violation of the speed limit in school speed
zones of New York City through the use of a speed limit photo device; and

WHEREAS, the advances in technology have been found to be a proficient and
effective tool for enforcement agencies in providing public safety and technology
allowing local communities to enhance their local police and traffic forces with valuable
tools and instruments so that their police force can fight crime on the street while still
maintaining quality of life issues for its citizenry; and

WHEREAS, all cities across the State of New York need to keep their streets safe
and ensure a high quality of life to their citizens while trying to keeping their budgets
within the two (2%) percent tax cap.  Cities should have the right to use the best
technology available to accomplish this task including the use of Traffic Control cameras;
and

WHEREAS, public safety is a top priority for the City of Newburgh as it is in all
cities in the State of New York. While federal, state, county and city police continue to
fight “guns on the street,” local county and city leaders continue to identify and explore
affordable alternative opportunities to enhance public safety and the quality of life.



Providing camera monitoring devices to the City of Newburgh, will secure safer streets
from speeding motorists and stop sign violators and enhance the City’s local police force
efforts to protect the streets of Newburgh;

If the City could do this
by itself it probably would but we are relying on private public partnerships on a
constant basis now and it will really be the model going forward across America
because city governments cannot manage with all that they have. Rather than sit and
have nothing done because we don’t have the resources to get anywhere with it the
Broadway Corridor is the place where we could make a difference and have this City
move in a direction that would be positive for all of our residents. This is an
opportunity for all of the people who want to participate to come together to look at
these plans and pick out the best of each one of them and put together a strategic plan
so that we will be grant ready. Every time it comes up for a grant right now everyone
scrambles to figure out what we are going to go after so we have to have a strategic
plan showing the big picture and know where we are going. There are all kinds of
people waiting to do things for this City and she thinks that this is an excellent
opportunity to kind of drive a stake in the ground and say, “Here is what we are going
to do”. She added that no money comes out the City’s Budget for this.

Councilwoman Lee said that if this is passed tonight she hopes that the Council
really encourages the Greater Newburgh Partnership and any other organization that
wants to decorate the City of Newburgh to consider the multiculturalism in the City.
She said that each time she sees the painting down at the foot of Broadway off of
Colden Street she feels like she just woke up from a bad trip. She thinks that it is
horrible so she would like the Council to encourage some cultural sensitivity because
that is a horrible color combination.

Mayor Kennedy noted that on the other hand we have a whole population that
thinks it's wonderful. It is part of multiculturalism because some people will like this
painting and some will like another one but this is not going to be about paintings.
This is about how we get stoplights, roads paved and crosswalks as well as how do we
manage the parking and traffic on Broadway. This is not about decorating.

TO ENACT LEGISLATION ESTABLISHING A CRISIS INTERVENTION TEAM
PROGRAM TO INCREASE THE EFFECTIVENESS OF FIRST RESPONDERS IN
CALLS INVOLVING EMOTIONALLY DISTRESSED CITIZENS

WHEREAS, First Responders in New York State receive numerous calls that are
related to an emotionally disturbed person who may be suffering with mental health
issues and/or substance abuse problems which require clinical intervention rather than
enforcement actions which may result in unintended outcomes; and

WHEREAS, the creation of a crisis intervention team model would provide law
enforcement personnel with special training necessary to respond to individuals
experiencing erratic emotional events from a clinical rather than criminal perspective;
and

WHEREAS, forty-five states and 2,500 cities have adopted crisis intervention
programs with significant reduction in violence and injuries and improved community
relations; and

WHEREAS, Senate Bill No. S6365 would create a demonstration crisis intervention
team program in New York City and would further create crisis intervention team
programs and training for other law enforcement agencies that choose to participate; and

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Newburgh finds that the proposed
legislation affects the public safety of the City of Newburgh and will enhance the City’s
local police force efforts to protect the residents of Newburgh;

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that We, the members of the City Council
of the City of Newburgh respectfully request that the New York State Legislature and the
Governor of the State of New York enact Senate Bill No. S6365 creating a demonstration
crisis intervention team program for New York City and crisis intervention team
programs and training to other law enforcement agencies that choose to participate and
in particular in the City of Newburgh; and be it further



RESOLVED, that certified copies of this resolution be sent to the Honorable
Andrew M. Cuomo, Governor of the State of New York, and to the Chair of the Cities
Committee, Felix Ortiz, Senator William J. Larkin, Jr. and Assemblyman Frank Skartados.

Interim City Manager, James Slaughter, said that starting in April he will be
submitting a quarterly update to the City Council.

Councilwoman Lee said that she would like the Council to give the City
Manager a directive to arrange for a meeting with the President of Orange County
Community College to discuss their Start Up New York plans. She thinks that this is
just the sort of project that the City should wrap itself around.

Mayor Kennedy agreed that it's a good idea but she thinks the City Manager
can just do that without a directive and they are talking about bringing someone in

from the State that can talk about this.

There being no further new business this portion of the meeting was closed.



PUBLIC COMMENTS REGARDING GENERAL MATTERS

Adrian Huff, representing the Police Officers in the City of Newburgh said that
they have some concerns. The Police have been without a contract for two years and
eight years without a pay raise. As a result the City has become the training ground
for other municipalities and there is a constant revolving door at the Police
Department. They put three officers on and he thinks that the Comptroller said this
might alleviate some of the overtime but he doesn’t think that it will this year. They
don’t finish their training for six months and they are not really on their own for a year.
The City streets are often patrolled by two officers at night and the department works
well below the needed staffing which puts the residents and the officers at risk and
leaves the City ripe for a lawsuit or potential lawsuit. The City has become dependent
on New Windsor and the Town of Newburgh Police Departments because there are
not enough officers to control crime in the City of Newburgh. He asked the Council
to consider the needs of the Department and the residents that they protect.

Jerry Ebert with Teamsters Local 445 representing the City of Newburgh Police
Officers said that in his thirty five years of doing this work he has never seen a place
where people went eight years without a pay raise. What is happening is that they are
losing a lot of the more experienced Officers and every time one of them leaves you
lose all of that knowledge which is something that they have to think about. He knows
that they are talking about putting on more Officers which is good but he wishes that
the Council would consider bringing in more Officers through transfers. Many of
them don’t want to transfer to the City of Newburgh, however, because the other
communities are paying a lot more money and are a lot safer. The City of Newburgh
is known as one of the most dangerous Cities in the Country and it’s a dangerous place
for Police Officers. Word gets out to other Police Officers in the County that they can
work in other municipalities making more money and the most exciting thing that they
will have to deal with is that a cat is up a tree. This is what the Council has to think
about. They have to recruit the right officers but they can’t recruit them at the level of
pay that they are paying. He said that they are asking the Council to direct their
Attorney to get more money into the pockets of our Officers because in the end,
“money talks and bull**** walks” and you don’t want Officers walking away from the
City of Newburgh. They are imploring the Council to do something about the money.

Timothy Hayes-el, lifelong resident of the City of Newburgh said that
Workforce Development Institute received $100,000.00 of CDBG funding and
supposedly created six jobs. He wants to know who authorized this because he was
on Grand Street where they had a deal that they were supposed to get jobs and it didn’t
happen so they cut a deal to get jobs with George Garrison. He wants to know what
Workforce Development did to receive $100,000.00. He added that we have someone
who works in Planning and Development and their family is running Habitat for



Humanity so what are they going to do about some of the ethical violations that are
going on in this City. They don’t hire people who live in the City of Newburgh and
no one has anything to say about the African-American community that was moved to
Middletown and Middletown is going to put a stop to that too so they won’t have a
place to kick people out of the City and send them. He doesn’t know what is wrong
with the politicians here. They act like when we speak the truth it falls on deaf ears.
He doesn’t know what’s wrong with the people of the City of Newburgh because they
constantly vote these people in who do nothing. They talk about crime in the streets
and you hear the Police say that there are not enough Officers so who are they helping?
They are not helping the people who live here and they are not helping the Officers so
what are they doing? All they talk about is the Broadway Corridor and this and that.
Are they going to hire people who live in the City of Newburgh to fix up the Broadway
Corridor? It’s simple, all they have to do is create jobs to stop the crime but that’s not
happening. Money is going into pockets but nothing is getting done. When is this
going to stop? Does someone have to go to Jail for it to stop?

Pam Krizek, 45 Vermont Drive, representing Trestle, Inc. thanked the Mayor for
her support last year with Newburgh Illuminated. As part of Newburgh Illuminated,
Trestle Inc. ran a Young Palates Envision Illumination Art Contest in collaboration
with the Newburgh Enlarged City School District and they received seventy pieces of
art from the children. Some were paintings of their concept of illumination on light
bulbs and the rest were different medians of art from three or four different schools in
the Newburgh Enlarged City School District and they have a few pieces that they want
the Council to choose one or two from which will be their panel banners. She also
wanted to thank Regina Angelo for allowing them to display some of them that were
chosen by the Art Teachers which are hanging in the Lobby of City Hall. They will be
on display for a period of time and they are hoping to have a reception on a Friday
when the Mayor is back on her feet. She also asked if perhaps the City Council could
give the children who were selected a Certificate from the City of Newburgh.
Newburgh Illuminated will be on June 20th, 21st and 22nd this year.

Dolores Haymer, City of Newburgh said that she doesn’t like when she goes to
government official buildings and asks for information and it seems like certain things
that she is asking for takes longer to get than it should. The Building Inspectors said
that if the Landlords haven’t corrected certain things in your apartment then the City
will step in to make the repairs and then bill the Landlord. How long until someone
steps in or until they decide that something is done? She said that they wouldn’t want
to live in the conditions that she is living in and she is going to keep coming to the
meetings and bringing it up until something gets done. In thirty days she will be
facing eviction so is there anyone here who can give her and her seven kids someplace
to live? What about where she lives? What about her and her kids? No one would
want to live in the conditions that she is living in so she doesn’t think it’s fair that she
should have to. Nobody is trying to help her and she has seven kids that she has to
take care of and a job she has to go to. She also has childcare and no one helps her



with any of that. She is a single mother doing it by herself and doing what she has to
do in order to get her benefits. Enough is enough. When it is going to stop and when
is someone going to help her? She is going on another month with no electricity on
the second floor and she has seven kids. When is this going to stop and when is she
going to get power? Enough is enough.

Al Drobner, City of Newburgh and prior business owner is asking the Council
to reopen Washington Lake and Brown’s Pond. He operated it with Mr. Butwell for
about six years prior to its closing and right now it’s not being used for anything. He
feels that it should be reopened and the revenue can come to the City. In the paston
opening day at Brown’s Pond he had to turn away sixty-five cars. They took in an
enormous amount of money every weekend which was helping the City Budget so he
feels that it should be re-opened. Masten Lake should also be reutilized and the
veteran’s trailer re-opened. He has proposals for the City Manager and the Council
and he hopes that they take this into consideration. He also thinks that this would be
good for the youth because they could have many fishing contests and it would take
them out of this element.

Joe Butwell wanted to reiterate what Mr. Drobner said and added that there are
a lot of people in the City of Newburgh that used those lakes all the time and they
enjoyed them.

Jerry Holmes, City of Newburgh thanked the Council for the hard job that they
are doing. He knows there are problems with the Police and that they are fighting for
a new contract but this City is under a big financial strain right now. If you look at the
Budget, the majority of it is for Police and Fire. We need a different community
relationship that will reduce crime and we also need to hire enough Officers to police
the streets. At the same time, we need to make sure that we have Officers coming to
work and not taking advantage of the system. He added that he has talked to a lot of
the City of Newburgh residents and this Land Bank thing is new to him. He
understands that Habitat for Humanity is working on their seventy-fifth home and
there is a real concern with the residents here about work. We know that there is a
tremendous amount of work that is being done on these houses. The work alone can
keep the youth working for a long time which will get them off the streets and give
them an economic reason to support themselves. It would also give them pride to keep
their neighborhoods safe so he asked the Council to take the extra steps to work
together because summer is coming and if they are not proactive on working together
then we will be back on the News. Let’s be on the News for the right reasons.

Eugene Ross, 379 Grand Street asked who he should see about filing a
complaint regarding Minuta Architecture. He is trying to have his retainer returned to
him as they supervised work on his house. They concluded work in October but he
was denied his retainer so who should he speak to about that.



Michelle Kelson, Corporation Counsel, responded that this is a private legal
matter and she asked Mr. Ross to see her following the meeting for some direction.

Brenda McPhail, City of Newburgh said that there was a NAACP meeting last
week and the Mayor was there talking about the Mid-Broadway Site. She was
explaining why she didn’t feel they needed to build that Project and she made a
comment that there is a group of people who were against her because they feel that
she is racist. She said that she is appalled because she is one of the people that she
was referring to and she told the Mayor that nobody ever called her a racist so wherever
she got her information from it was wrong. She feels that for her to come to the
NAACP and say that she was called a racist was wrong. She also noted that Ms.
Haymer who spoke earlier is referring to a property that the Mayor owns and at the
NAACP meeting the Mayor said that she was at Social Services trying to help this
young lady but nothing has been done. She is glad to see the Teamsters here tonight
because everyone is filling their pockets with money except for the poor. These people
get into office and all they do is fill up their pockets. She added that she heard through
the grapevine that someone told the Interim City Manager that he wasn’t going to be
the City Manager. At the end of the day the Interim City Manager that we have is a
good City Manager. He is cleaning up corruption and they are saying that he is not a
good City Manager because there is no economic development but you can’t get
economic development until you clean up the corruption. Why would you try to build
something on top of a mess? Everyone knows that they are stealing so someone needs
to go to Jail.

Kippy Boyle, Grand Street said that sometimes it seems hopeless to come here
and talk about a topic that is relevant to everyone in the City that doesn’t involve any
personalities or politicians. It is just a topic that is of concern so she is going to start
hammering away again at the Route 300 Crystal Run Project. She is not saying this for
just the Council tonight but for any reporters in the audience or Union workers who
happen to be watching on the television later because we need to set this straight. She
understands that there was a big meeting here in City Hall this week with the
Developers, City Council, City Hall representatives and our Legislators where they
were all told all of the wonderful things about this Project. They were told that we
don’t need to worry about our drinking water and the Developers are saying that their
plans meet all of City and State Codes, etc. She said that if you are a construction
worker and you are going to have a job out there, what is the difference between
having a job on a good project and having a job on a bad project? You are still going
to have the job. When the CAC, the Quassaick Creek people and the County Planning
Department requested changes to the plan it wasn’t to stop the development; it was to
make it a better project for everyone in the County. Nobody is going to lose jobs over
it because the same people who will be constructing that place have children who go
to school here and they want to see that their families are protected too. She asked the
Council when they are going to talk about their drinking water. She can’t believe that



it wasn’t on the Agenda because this is something that concerns the future of every
citizen here. She finds this shocking and it tells her that this is a big political secret
they are not supposed to know about which looks really suspicious to her.

Yolandra Troy, said that she went to Court and spoke about slavery in America
and was sent to a Mental Hospital. She said that there may be some Officials here in
the City who are involved with drug sales and there is a lot of money involved which
concerns her because if one person goes to Jail then they all should go to Jail. She
added that there are no Shelters for people that are homeless here in the City of
Newburgh.

Roxie Royal, City of Newburgh said that the Project being built near our
drinking water is for health care but we already have health care facilities here. They
are cutting down those trees near Washington Lake which is going to affect our
drinking water and they are trying to close the Emergency Room in the Hospital in
Cornwall. Instead of eroding the trees and contaminating our drinking water to build
a new facility why couldn’t that be a place for people to go. She added that our newly
elected County Executive is in the process of going back into the fight of closing Valley
View County Health Facility. How many of us might need that health facility one day?
If he privatizes it where are we going to go? He is finding now that we don’t have any
money but when he came on he wanted to give his staff raises and he hired a new staff
person. He then wanted to hire a Commissioner of Social Services for $160,000.00 so if
we don’t have money to run the Health Facility that is already here, how are we going
to spend all of this money to bring in something new? Lastly, she said that the young
lady who spoke earlier should be able to have electricity and that someone should take
the initiative to look in to this. How many of us would want to live in those
conditions?

A City of Newburgh student at N.F.A. thanked the Council for all that they do
and said that he is glad to live in a place where he can express his opinion in public.
He asked the Council if we have a curfew here in the City of Newburgh because it is
upsetting to see kids under the age of ten walking the streets late at night. Last week
he was walking to school at O.C.C.C. and was caught in the middle of gunfire so he
strongly advised that they look into a curfew

Councilwoman Holmes responded that we do not have one.
Mayor Kennedy said that she is glad that he is safe.

There being no one else wishing to speak this portion of the meeting was closed.



COMMENTS FROM THE COUNCIL

Councilwoman Abrams reminded everyone on behalf of Councilwoman Mejia,
who was not in attendance tonight, that on April 15t at 6:00 p.m. she will be having a
Ward Meeting for Ward 1 at 123 Grand Street and everyone from her Ward is invited.
She said that her Ward met twice about the parking in the City of Newburgh which is
a real problem here and the good news is that the so called plan that she thinks was
too hastily done is going to be rethought. Meanwhile, the street sweeping will be
restarting this week which is one of the things that will hopefully change this year
where instead of guessing if they are going to come by we will hopefully have a set
time such as from November 1st to April 1st there will be no street sweeping. That way
everyone knows that you won't be ticketed for being on the wrong side of the street
when there will be no street sweeping. She thanked everyone for coming tonight.

Councilwoman Angelo said that Saturday was the day of sharing with three
Mayors from the Ukraine and it was a wonderful day. She stayed with them until they
went over to Washington’s Headquarters and she thinks that the interpreters made
things more exciting for them and that they were really impressed. She thanked
Mayor Kennedy and her Intern, Betty Lewis for all of the work that they put in to that.
She wanted to thank the City Manager, Engineer and Water Department for coming
up with a plan to reopen Brown’s Pond. They are moving along with the plans for the
Memorial Day Parade and their next meeting will be on April 11th at 6:00 at the Baseball
Hall of Fame. She asked the City Manager how the Activity Center is coming along.

Interim City Manager, James Slaughter said that they are scheduled to do the
roof replacement in the spring. They are also looking to replace the ceiling and get the
floors cleaned and sanded. He has been talking with our new Recreation Director, Mr.
Stanton, and the Rec is going to be managed a little differently so that once we make
these repairs there aren’t any activities that will cause damage to the Rec. It is very
important that once we make these improvements it stays.

Councilwoman Angelo continued that at the Newburgh Free Library on March
26th they will have Queen of the Sun which she thinks will be partnering with Hudson
Highlands Nature Museum. On Saturday, March 29t they will have Cooking with
John at the Library which everyone loves and there will be a Meet the Authors
Reception on March 30t from 1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. She thanked everyone for coming
tonight.

Councilman Brown said that he stated a few meetings ago that he wants to make
sure that CSEA and the Police have fair but equitable contracts and he is still on board
with that. He wants both Unions to remember that we are certainly in better financial
condition than we were eight years ago and certainly last year but we are still under



the two percent tax cap so they are in a balancing act with trying not to raise taxes on
the taxpayers of this City yet trying to support our Unions. He is certainly on board
with supporting our Unions and he is hoping that soon they can come to an agreement
with both Unions that is fair and equitable for everyone involved. He thanked
everyone for coming and wished them a good night.

Councilwoman Holmes thanked everyone who attended the Ward 4 meeting on
Saturday. She felt that it went well and to piggyback on what Councilman Brown said
she hopes that they do come to an agreement soon. She knows that they need more
cops and they have been working on a lot of things. She mentioned that there is
Legislative Bill 6365 that will help with intervention and mental training where they
won’t have to go out on mental calls. They will be able to go out and protect and serve
their duties that they need to do. She encouraged everyone to look up this Bill and
noted that Senator Kevin Parker is the one who wrote it. Rochester, Westchester
County and Orange County is in on this Bill so it is very important. She called Senator
Christine Gillibrand and she sent her some information which she forwarded to the
Chief regarding grants for some cops. She wrote to Chuck Schumer and Cuomo trying
to get cops in this City because we need them here. She said that there was just a
shooting recently in her Ward involving a seventeen year old and she knows that in
1995 we had one hundred and five cops and now we only have sixty three. The Chief
is hiring and doing the best that he can with what he has so she applauded her first
responders. She thanked everyone for coming out tonight and she is glad that
someone spoke earlier about a curfew because she thinks that we should have one.
She hasn’t presented it to the other Council members as of yet but she thinks it is a
good idea.

Councilwoman Lee thanked everyone for coming out and to our Police Officers
and out Teamsters she said that when they made the decision to wait with parking
they took money off their table. She thinks that all of the funds that are generated in
this City can go towards getting more police here and giving our officers a fair shake.
She has been reading the comments that they made and she doesn’t agree with all of
them. If the Police Chief isn’t doing his job it’s because he has ineffective leaders. She
doesn’t think that he is the problem she thinks that the Council is the problem. They
have had initiatives on the table with ways to bring in income and they have been
tabled. She doesn’t agree that they should table parking. She thinks that people come
here and they are so accustomed to getting everything that they want for free or a
building for a $1.00 so the people who live here suffer. She thinks that both Colleges
and the Hospital use our public safety; especially our Police. When there is an incident
at the School, the Police are called so she thinks that they should be paying some funds
towards the public safety particularly the Police Department. That hasn’t happened
and it’s something that she has talked about for a long time but in order for us to hire
more police we have to do more. We certainly need more officers and they certainly
deserve a better contract. It is the Council’s responsibility to bring funds in or to direct
the City Manager to bring funds into the City and in the past year and a half that hasn’t



happened. It looks like everything they have done moving forward has been second
guessed which makes the wait even longer. This is an economy that must be
stimulated and no matter what they have to stimulate this economy so that they can
bring money into this City. They have the Mid-Broadway site that they initially had
five votes on and now the Mayor has second guessed and campaigned to take it off the
table. Should that happen she feels that they will also be sued and then there will be
more money taken away. This is just the Council not making a decision it is not the
Chief not making a decision. The Chief or the City Manager doesn’t make those
decisions the Council does. It is time to take real responsibility for what they are not
doing for our police officers. They deserve an increase, we deserve more police and
the residents deserve more protection so we have to keep this going. She was at a
meeting where a County resident was very upset with her because she has to pay fifty
dollars to park. It was easy to sit at that meeting and listen to her but it is not so easy
to sit at this meeting listening to the residents and homeowners whose taxes will go
above the tax cap if they don’t do something. They may not make the best decisions
but they need to start making some decisions and stop second guessing the ones that
they have made. What they have done so far is not a bad thing but we need to have
paid parking in the City of Newburgh. We are a City and we have to find ways to
generate income and when we do if the public barks well they voted her in but don’t
vote for her next time. If she doesn’t take a stand about anything then everybody
suffers. If a few people get upset because they have to pay fifty dollars a month, they
know that they have it. Everybody knows that they have it. If you have to pay fifty
dollars a month for something, you will. She said that her income is half of what it
should be and she is no longer on unemployment but she keeps her Cable turned on.
No matter what her Cable is on so don’t tell her that you don’t have fifty dollars to pay
to park or that you feel we have done something unfairly because we haven’t. Their
job is to be fair to the people of this City and they must do what is fair and right for
the taxpayers because they suffer and they can’t afford to take care of our Police
Department if the Council is not doing their due diligence. She thanked everyone for
coming out and wished them a good night.

Mayor Kennedy agrees with Councilman Brown that they need to come to a fair
and equitable decision with both of the Unions keeping in mind that they need to also
be fair and equitable with the taxpayers who are indeed struggling. Every time they
have to take another home because people can’t afford to pay their taxes it makes her
want to cry. They can’t reward one group while another one suffers. Since 2008 a lot
of people have been without jobs and pay raises and they are losing their homes so
they have to look at this from every perspective. She wants to support the Police and
she was talking with Congressman Maloney’s office today about some more grants to
get us some more officers. They need to look at all of the pieces but nobody wins this
deal while somebody else loses. They cannot raise taxes above the two percent tax cap.
That will not happen with this Council so they have to find other ways to do this. She
gets very upset when people say that there is nothing happening here. She spends a
great deal of her time trying to make something happen and for those who talk about



stealing she makes $9,000.00 a year and there is not another $1.00 going into her pocket
from anybody else. Not another $1.00 anywhere so she doesn’t know who they think
is stealing but nobody is giving her money for anything. She is living on her Social
Security and $9,000.00 a year so that’s her income. She wants the Unions to know that
they are working on trying to find a way to be fair and equitable and find a solution.
She added that they hosted three Mayors from the Ukraine on Saturday and some
people might say, “What does that have to do with me”? In order to build a better place,
we have to understand people from all walks of life. If we knew what those people
are facing, our lives don’t look nearly as bad. She went home after meeting them and
counted her blessings that she lives here in America where someone isn’t coming in
and taking her house and everything else with a gun. Sometimes we have to see things
from someone else’s perspective to be really thankful for what we have. They are
working on economic development all the time with the City Manager trying to get
new businesses to come here to provide the jobs. On the day before she is going into
surgery she hobbled in here to have a conversation with all of the people who are
working on the Port today to make sure that that whole group is coming together and
that we are getting things done. Last week they met with a group of people to try to
iron out the Development on Route 300 and thanks to our great Engineer he brought a
whole list of issues that need to be resolved. She wants everyone to know that he is
on the job and he has been doing a diligent job of identifying the concerns and issues.
There has been talk about having a meeting with our Conservation Advisory
Committee so nobody is having secret meetings. It was an open meeting with staff,
Corporation Counsel, our City Engineer and the City Manager all working to protect
the City and its water. Just because you don’t hear about it or you weren’t invited
doesn’t mean that someone isn’t there working. They are being accused of a lot of
things here that she is getting pretty passionate about because they are really working
hard to turn some things around and change the perception of this City that it is a good
place to live. When we invite people here and we have festivals and events we are
trying to show people that what’s here is something beautiful and something they
want to come to. In regard to the living conditions mentioned by one of our residents
earlier, she said that her son bought a house here with a partner a few years ago and
the partnership broke up so he asked for her help. The lady who lives in this apartment
is not paying her rent Social Services is paying for it. There were violations on this
house when she got involved with it and she had a Contractor go in to see how they
could fix these violations. After going through the entire building and all of the things
that needed to be cleaned up she was told that there are too many issues and this
building is not fit for someone to be living in. She wrote a letter on January 17t to the
lady living there telling her that it would be too dangerous to try to renovate this
building with seven children living there. She was concerned for the children and their
safety to have that kind of renovation going on in the building so she gave her thirty
days. It wasn’t an official notice it was a letter. She asked her to try to find another
place and told her that she would refund her deposit and help her make a deposit on
another place. She has not been able to find another place so in the meantime the
electricity has gone out and the whole building needs to be rewired. The electricity is



out on the top floor because it is too dangerous to have on right now. She does have
electricity on the first floor but her bigger problem is that she has seven children and
they need a big home. She said that she has been over to Social Services and they want
to put her in temporary housing which is not fair with seven children. She has given
her more and more time to try to find the proper housing and she told her that when
she finds a place she will give her the deposit money back so that she can move in and
take the next step. She has tried to do what she can but she can’t find another place for
her. If anyone has or knows about a location for her and her children, please help her
find a place and then Social Services can step in. She wanted to make sure this is clear
because we get half-truths here and then everyone makes decisions about it. She
added that they are working on making the fishing available at Brown’s Pond but she
doesn’t know about Washington Lake. She said that she would love to implement a
Curfew to have these young people off the streets. They are out there when they
shouldn’t be and it's dangerous. If there is a way to do it she would support it one
hundred percent. She asked everyone for their Prayers as she is going into surgery for
a new hip tomorrow and hopes that she will be up running around soon.

There being no further business to come before the Council the meeting
adjourned at 9:40 p.m.
